SeorioN 1. Any person or company who may be Persons laking
engaged in taking ice from the Mississippi, Minnesota om ' ©*
and St. Croix Rivers, is hereby required to erect a
fence or hand railing, at least three and one half feet
high, with at least two boards, around the place from
which the ice is taken, and maintain the same there
until the ice is sufficiently strong to bear a person or
beast, and any person or company neglecting to com-
ply with this act, shall be liable to the penalties here-
after provided.

Sec. 2. Any person or company who gshall violate
any of the provisions of this Act, shall be subject to
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a fine of not less than twenty-five dollars or more than
fifty dollars and be liable to pay all damages that any
person or persons may sustain by violation of the
provisions of this act, and the parties who shall sus-
tain any damages by a violation of this act, may sue
for and collect the eame in any court in this State.

river. nesota, or deposits upon the ice of either, the dead
body of any horse, ox or other animal, or the offal of
any such animal, shall be punished by imprisonment
in the county jail not more than fifteen days or by
fine not exceeding twenty dollars nor less than five
dollars.
